the older eastern countries, The 
curse of stunted development and the 
scorn of modern nations sare 

upon those who ¢ ‘ed not for their 
woodlands, but who, throug fire, in- 


turned productive areas into barrens, 
and smiling green mountains into 
stony deserts. The oldest nations are 
generally speaking, worse’ off in this 
regard, but even in the heart of the 
Bastern State: and some parts of Gan- 
ada, there are liuridreds of thotisands 
of acres of land, now abandoned, with 
heartbreak and misery written over 
the doors of the broken-down houses, 
and injustice—grave, economic, injus- 
tice,—graven in the sand and rocks 
of the barren soil. Nature, so kindly 
in many things, had simply rebelled 
against an improper use of her boun- 
thea. 

The impressions which prevailed | 

the old days, that the forests of Can- 
ida were inexhaustible, that trees 
were enemies to progress, and that 
even if the forest shoul’ suffer loss, 
substitutes could be readily found to 
take its place, are rapluly. passing 
away. The forests of Canada are not 
inexhaustible; in fact, at tr. present 
rate of cutting, there ir timber enough 
to last much less than half a century, 
unless we thoroughly protect the 
young growth now coming. Instead 
of decreasing, the quantity of wood 
consumed per capita in the last quar- 
ter century {is as great as, or greater 
than, it ever was, despite the tre- 
mendous advances which have been 
made in the adoption of cement, steel, 
and other products as substitutes for 
wood. Hvidentiy, there is a. crisis 
approaching. European nations will 
need all their wood surplu~ and vast- 
ly more; Canada and the Uniti 
States must ‘ook to their own sup- 
plies to meet the onrush of our wood- 
devouring civilization. 

But the crisis is not so much to 
be feared in the consumption of wood 
as in the destruction of the great Bal- 
ance Wheel of Nature. Says Gifford 
Pinchot, ex-Chief Forester of the 
United States, “The connection be 
tween forests and rivers is like that 
between father and son. No forests, 
no rivers.” The floods and droughts 
of the Far Hast, of Sicily, Crete and 
Spain, the torrents and erosion of 
France and some parts of America, 
are due practically alone to the de 
forestation of the mountain slopes, 

Dr. B. E. Fernow has clearly stat- 
el the great issue as it stands before 
the people of Canada to-day: F 

“When the questions of the extea- 
sion of suffrage to woinen, of tariff, 
taxation, of coinage and currency, 
which sre all merely incidents, will 
Lave sunk into the background, the 
question of the economy of the resour- 
ces which constitnie and sustain the 
Political commercial, and social pow- 


er of the nation—long neglected—will | 


sti]l claim atenticn; for only those 
nations who develop their natural re- 
sources economically, and avoid the 
waste of that which they ; roduce, can 
maintain their power or even secure 
the con‘inus.uce of their separate ex- 
istence. A nation may cease to ex-

This ig a democratic country. Our 
chief pride is the liberty of our peo- 
ple and the freedom of our institu- 
tions. On the will of the majority 
rest: all the stru:ture of our develop- 
ment. The advance of the great 
movement for the economic handling 
of our forest resource will depend 
solely on -he attitude of the Canad- 
jan people. Never was the saying 
‘As a man thinketh, so he is,’ .s0 
truly applicable as to the nation at 
the present time. If the Canadian 
people determine to keep the forests 
from destruction, the water-powers 
from diminution, and the frrigation 
streams from loss, these things can 

done. 

Some day the Canadian Forestry 
Association will not be .necessary, 
The forests of the country will be as 
carefully managed as a modern farm 
or factury. There will be no waste, 
no fires, no bankrupting of the com- 
ing generations for the benefit of the 
present. 

But at the present time the Asso- 
ciation is needed — needed badly. 
Great as “..s been the progress in 
forestry matters in the past fey yeara, 
there still remains the fact that our 
forests are burnirg, our lands are 
unplunted, our people wasteful. 

The Association advocates— 

1. The exploration of thé public 
domain, so that lands unsuitable for 
agriculture imsy be reserve for tim- 
ber production, 

2. The preservatic» of the forests 
for ttcir influence on-climate, soil and 
water-supply. 

3. The promotion of judicious me 
thods in dealing with forests and 
woodlands. 

4. Tree planting on the plains and 
on streets and highways. 

5. Reforestation where advisable. 

6. The collection and dissemina- 
tion of information bearing on the 
forestry problem in general. 

‘Before us lies a great inertia to-be 
overcome, How long will it take 
through appeals, cducation, co-opera- 
tion and stringent laws to make us 
all careful with fire in the woods? 
tiow much must be done to bring 
abow a thoroughly scientific manage- 
ment of all of our timber resources. 
The Association should be a vital, 
active, powerful unit. It should car- 
ry this gospel of the conservation of 
the Sasis of our prosperity into every 
home in the land. It needs nothing 
but the opinion, convictio. and ¢on- 
science of the Canadian people bebind 
it; nothing but earnestness and de 
termination on the part of the cit! 
zens, focussed on his question, go 
bring about active refor-a. 

The Association wants to be use- 
ful; it- wants tc do all in its power 
to make the voice of individuals po- 
tent in the land. ‘fo himself and to
